W ilson ’s Message 
The presiden t’s messag o transm itted 
through the white house an d read by 
Sen ator Hitchcock when the foreign 
relations committee met today to plan 
its investigation follows: 
“ Please convey following to Sen ator 
Hitchcock: 
“ I am heartily glad that 
you have demanded an in vestigation 
with regard to the possession of texts 
of the treaty by unauthorized persons. 
I have felt that it was highly un desir­ 
able officially to communicate the text 
of a documen t which is still in n ego­ 
tiation an d subject 
to change. 
Any 
one who has possession 0f the official 
English text has what ho is dea rly not 
entitled to have or to commun icate. 
I have felt in honor bound to act in 
the sam e spirit and in Hu* same way 
as th<* 
represen tatives of th*“ other 
great powers in this m atter an d am 
confident th a t my fellow coun trym en 
will not expect me to break faith with 
them. 
I hope the investigation will bo 
most thoroughly prosecuted.”
